Edward Bangs — Eastham Land Records 1650-1745 


Edward Bangs arrived in Plymouth from England in 1623. A fellow 


passenger was Nicholas Snow. He headed one of the seven families that settled 
Nauset in 1644. He was one of the original Purchasers. He was the first treasurer 
of Eastham and a surveyor of highways for several years. In 1657 he was allowed 
to sell wine and strong water but not to Indians. He died in Eastham in 1678 at age 
of about 86 years. He probably is buried in an unmarked grave in Cove Burying 
Ground.

Edward Bangs and Daniel Cole exchanged land. Cole gave Bangs ten acres 
of upland at Rock Spring. Bangs gave Cole six acres at John’s Field and six 
acres at Herring Pond. PDF P15. 


Granted to Edward Bangs five and one-half acres for a house lot. The land 
was bounded by a fence. PDF A183, M88, S5. 


Four acres possessed by Edward Bangs granted to Daniel Cole for a house 
lot. PDF A183. 


Three acres possessed by Edward Bangs at Cove side granted to George 
Crispe for a house lot. PDF A183. 


Four and one half acres possessed by Edward Bangs near the Cove granted 
to John Jenkins for a house lot. PDF A183. 


Granted to Edward Bangs thirty acres upon Pochet bounded by land of 
Samuel Hix and George Crispe. PDF A183, M88, SS. 


Granted to Edward Bangs three acres of meadow at Great Namskaket next 
to land belonging to Thomas Prince. PDF A183, M89, SS.

Granted to Edward Bangs three acres of meadow at Boat Meadow bounded 
by land of Job Cole and John Doane. PDF A183, M89, SS. 


One acre of meadow possessed by Edward Bangs at Boat Meadow granted 
to John Jenkins. Free egress and regress for landing and shipping goods was 
specified. PDF A183. 


Two acres of meadow possessed by Edward Bangs at Boat Meadow granted 
to Samuel Hix. The land was between land of John Doane and John Jenkins. 
PDF 183. 


Three acres at Boat Meadow to be divided between Edward Bangs, John 
Doane, John Jenkins and Samuel Hix. PDF M123. 


Granted to Edward Bangs one and one-half acres of meadow at the Common 
Cove in Boat Meadow between land belonging to John Doane and Joseph 
Rogers. PDF A183, M89, S6. 


Granted to Edward Bangs one and one-half acres of meadow at Billingsgate 
adjoining land belonging to John Doane. PDF A183, M89. 


Granted to Edward Bangs six acres on the north side of Herring Pond next to 
land of John Smalley. PDF M197. 


Granted to Edward Bangs six acres at the Cove adjoining land of Samuel 


Hix. PDF M209. 


Granted to Edward Bangs two acres of meadow at Blackfish River next to 
land belonging to Samuel Hix and Robert Wixam. PDF A182, M87, S4. 


Granted to Edward Bangs in a series of grants a six acre lot near the Swamp 
between lots of Thomas Clarke and Nicholas Snow. PDF A229. 


Granted to Edward Bangs in a series of grants an eight acre lot at Namskaket 
next to a lots belonging to Stephen Deane and Giles Hopkins. A229, M44.

Granted to Edward Bangs twenty acres of upland and four acres of meadow 
on the easterly side of a branch of the Little Billingsgate River. This was 
granted earlier but not recorded until 1671. PDF A182, M87, S4. 


Granted to Edward Bangs eight acres at the southerly end of Pochet Island. 
PDF A231, M40, S105. 


Granted to Edward Bangs three-quarters of an acre of meadow on the 
easterly side of Pochet Island. PDF A231, M41. 


Granted to Edward Bangs a lot at Great Namskaket running from the upland 
to the beach. PDF A235, M280, S64. 


Granted to Edward Bangs three acres of broken marsh ground on the 
southerly side of Namskaket River next to his other land at Namskaket. 
PDF A238, M208, S58. 


Granted to Edward Bangs one and one-half acres of broken meadow at 
Namskaket between the two creeks. PDF M263, S80. 


Granted to Edward Bangs six acres of land previously purchased from the 
Indians at Satucket and Namskaket. This probably was an earlier grant not 
recorded until after his death in 1678. PDF A227, M37, S104. 


Ten acres of land due the deceased Edward Bangs between Rock Harbor and 
Little Skaket was granted to his son Jonathan Bangs. PDF A182, M187. 


Edward Bangs, grandson of Edward Bangs, appealed to the Town to reset 
the dubious bounds of thirty acres of upland previously granted to his 
grandfather. PDF A184, M90, M91, S6. 


The land owned by Edward Bangs described in these records amounts to 


about 150 acres. By 1745 three more Bangs received Eastham land grants.
